Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants pointed out that Funada teaches a display device, 
whereas the present application discloses a single photon source. Examiner informed applicants that the single photon 
source terminology is recited in the preamble of the claim and was, therefore, not given patentable weight. Applicants . 
stated that the single light emitting dye molecule used in the present application is distinguishable over the dye 
molecule used in Funada. Specifically, Applicants stated that the single light emitting dye molecule used in the present 
application is capable of producing photons with antibunching characteristics that allows single photon emission. 
Applicants stated that they would add "antibunching" language or the equivalent to independent claims 1 and 24 in 
order to provide more structure to the "single light emitting dye molecule". At that point. Examiner will perform an 
updated search. 
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
